(1)—The Conference of Finance Min- 
{sters held at Paris was for the pur- 
pose of reaching an agreement as to 
the allocation of the payments ex- 
pected through the opefation of the 
Dawes plan. In view of the inclusive 
character of these payments, it was 

’ necessary for the United States to take 
part in the conference in order to pro- 
tect its interests. 

(2)—The conference at Paris was not 
a body, agency or commission provided 
for either by our treaty with Germany 
or by the Treaty ot Versailles. In 
taking part in this conference there 
was no violatfon of the reservation at- 
tached by thé Senate to the Treaty 
of Berlin. 

(3)—The agreement reached at Paris 
was simply for the allocation of the 
payments made under the Dawes plan. ° 
It does not provide for sarctions or 
deal with any questions that might 
arise if the contemplated payments 
should not be made. With respect to 
any such contingency the agreement 
at Paris puts the United States under 
no obligation, legally or morally, and 
the United States will be as free as it 
ever was to take any course of action 
it may think advisable. 

(4)—The agreement at Paris neither 
surrenders nor modifies. any treaty 
right of the United States, 


Borah Not to Drop Matter. 


Senator Borah, Republican, Chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Committeé, 
was unwilling to discuss the situation 
in detail’ simply on the basis of the 
statement by Secretary Hughes, 4dl- 
though expressing satisfaction that Mr. 
Hughes construed the action of the 
American agents as in no way commit- 
ting the United States. A more ex- 
tended statement of his own viewpoint 
is expected from Mr. Borah when the 
Johnson resolution, probably in amend- 
ed form, calling for information in ad- 
dition to the text of the agreement, is 
reported to the Senate. It is considered 
certain that the committee will act fa- 
vorably on the resolution Wednesday 
despite the statement by Mr. Hughes. 

“It is a very positive statement,”’ said 
Sendtor Borah, ‘‘and is in direct con- 
flict with the views expressed by the 

ister of Finance of France, Winston 
Churchill of Great Britain and others. 
it will be interesting and I trust illu- 
minating reading abroad.

“I do not wish to pass judgment on 
the text until I have seen it,” said Sena- 
tor Reed, “but if our representatives in 
Paris have done what the European 
papers say they have done, then it is a 
thing that ought to be repudiated and 
the men who made it ought t0 be re- 
pudiated.

LONDON, Jan. 20.—The subma- 

rine X-1 arrived at Portsmouth 

today, from Chatham. It is the 
largest submarine in the world, be- 
ing 350 feet long with a surface 

displacement of 2,780 tons and a 

submerged displacement of 3,600 

tons. 

- The submarine has undergone a 

series of trials which are under- 

stood to have resulted satisfac- 
torily. 


Since the destruction of Germany's. 
underseas fleet under the terms of 
the Versailles Treaty Great Britain 
has devoted considerable attention to 
building ships for undersea fighting. 

Last year the K-26, which was then 
the largest submarine in the world, 
left her base at Portsmouth and he- 
fore her return completed a 20,000- 
mile trip. Great secrecy was main- 
tained regarding: the construction and 
armament of the K-26 and the same 
held good when the X-1 was launched 
in June, 1923" This latter submarine 
was said to have cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $2,500,000. The first 
trials revealed many defects. 

The X-1 is practically a cruiser 
with an armament of five 65-inch 
guns and was designed for operations

j PARIS, Jan. 19.—Even now, six days 
after it was signed, the text of the 
Finance Ministers’ accord on the distri- 
bution of theDuwes annuities. is not 
final. “A request has been received from 
the American delegation that séveral 
phrases in the wording of the agréemient 
be slightly modified. There jis no ques- 
tion of alterinix the meaning of the text 
or its stipulations. It is only a few 
small points in the wording which the 
American delegation, after consultation 
with Washington, wishes changed. 

These proposed changes are being ex- 
amined by conference experts and by 
thé secretaries of the conference and will 
be submitted for approval to the allied 
Governments through the medium of the 
Conference of Ambassadors, possibly 
this but more probably next week. 

This excessive carefulness on the part 
of the Americans has had the effect of 
halting action on the agreement ‘and 
thus causing a little delay, but the aitcr- 
ations proposed are said to be so trifling 
that it is unlikely there will be any 
great difficulty in’ obtaining their ap- 
proval. 


Kellogg’s Last-Minute Proposal.

Bishop Manning Well Pleased With 
Early Showing—More Meetings 
to Be Held Today. 


With the imagination of the -whole 
city seized by the idea of completing 
the beautiful cathedral on Morningside 
Heights as a national shrine of religion 


.|}and a temple of beauty as magnificent 


and noble as any of the wonderful ar- 
chitectural feats of the Old World, the 
public campaign to complete the $15,- 
000,000 fund for the Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine began yesterday. 

Inspired by the unprecedentedly large 
and enthusiastic gathering at Madison 
Square Garden on Sunday night, when 
Bishop William T. Manning sounded the 
call to arms for his.army with banners, 
several thousand Church workers and 
volunteers. outside of the’ Church went 
forth yesterday morning into every field 
of activity in New York City and else- 
where in the Diocese of New York, so- 
liciting contributions for the Cathedral 
fund. 

At the end of business yesterday the 
collection of $125,000 was announced as 
the total raised in ‘the first day of the 
drive by such committees as had turned 
in formal reports. This is the first as- 
sault upon the figure of $10,900,000 an- 
nounced by Bishop Manning at Madison 
Squaré Garden as the amount still to be 
raised from the public. 

‘Bishop Manning-end his associates at 
the head--of .th¢ fiovement expressed 
themselves greatly pleased with the 
progress. of the gampaign, predicting 
that the daily total. would increase until 
the end of the drive, which will .be on 
Feb. 1. 


Pleased With First Reports. 


“The results of the first day's work 
are most encouraging,” said Canon H. 
Adye Prichard, acting Dean of the 
Cathedral and Chairman of the organiza- 
tion committee for the drive. ‘‘As the 
workers did not start out until this 
morning, I think they have done re- 
markably well to get so much in the 
first few hours. Their efforts will have 
a cumulative effect, I am sure, so that 
the daily figures will grow larger with 
every day of the campaign. Especially 
encouraging is the keen rivalry shown 
by the different committees, groups and 
teams. This méans they will all strive 
to outdo each other, and is one of the 
best indications that all together they 
will surpass the mark that must be 
reached.”” 

Canon Prichard said that it was hard 
to say exactly how many workers were 
participating in the canvass, but that 
there certainly were several thousands. 

“In the diocese,’’ he said, ‘‘there are 
275 parishes. Some are large, some of 
moderate size and some are very small. 
Naturally, they are. represented by com- 
mittees of different sizes. But there is 
a committee for every diocese, and each 
committee has from three to 300 mem- 
bers. The object of the organization with 
the Church is to canvass every member 
of every family in every parish. We 
hope that every parish will have a 100 
per cent. record by turning in sub- 
scriptions from every one of its members. 

‘“‘Many other canvassers are working 
in the organization outside the Church. 
The Committee on Community Coopera- 
tion has charge of this work, with nu- 
merous groups and subdivisions, each 
with from five to 100 workers. The work 
cf these committee members is chiefly 
that of approaching persons whose names 
appear on selected lists made up by the 
committee chairmen. Each committee 
confines its efforts to solicitation in a 
particular business, art or profession.’’

Vienna Socialists Forced to Sell Bakery 
After 15-Year Test Proves It a Failure

VIENNA, Jan. 19.—The bread factory 
belonging to the Viennese Social Demo-. 
cratic Party, which is capitalized at 
1,000,000,000 * austrian crowns and sup- 
Plies 40 per cent. of Vienna's bread, 
today was delivered into the hands of 
private capital. 

Fifteen years ago this large bread fac- 
tory, with its own flour mills, was 
founded by thé Social Democratic Party 
as an example of socialism and in order 
to control bread prices. The model 
works were. the pride of the party, which 
pointed to the institution as an example 
of modern socialism. Two thousand 
workmen were employed, who, after the 
post-war upheaval, enjoyed to the full 
all of the rights acquired through the 
revolution. After stabilization and the 
money shortage, the Social Democrats 
were forced to sell 60 per cent. of their 
stock to Sigmund Bosel, a prototype 
of post-war capitalism. 

Unable to lower the price of bread to 





meet their chief competitor, a private 
concern, and in order to circumvent the 
repeated taunts of the bourgeois press, 
the Social Democrats have now sold the 
whole factory to Bosel. The new owner 
is endeavoring to form a group of Brit- 
ish and Dutch financiers to take over 
the concern. Should Bosel carry out his 
plan, which he may be obliged to do 
owing to.a lack of mobile capital, 40 per 
cent. of Vienna’s bread supply would be 
in the hands of foreigners. 

The Arbeiter Zeitung openly confesses 
today the serious error of building up an 
institution of these dimensions, ad- 
mitting the impossibility. of competing 
with the more elastic and more effi- 
cient private capital. It is generally 
pointed out that the sale of the factory 
spells the failure of a socialistic ideal. 
The recent dissolution of the Workmen’s 
Councils by the Social Democratic Party 
is also considered to mean a partial re- 
turn to pre-war conditions.

The foundations ‘st ¥ us ‘chapels are 
now perfectly plain, even to the un- 
trained eye and the upper part of the 
magnificent causeway leading up to the 
Chapel of Cheops, which used to stand 
on the east side of the pyramids has 
been laid bare. 

In the course of this work some cu- 
rious cuttings in rock foundation were 
noticed. These on being cleared as- 
sumed a boatlike shape and it is now 
established that they are places where- 
in the wooden funeral boats of the de- 
ceased King and his Queen were buried 
as in a tomb. It was in these boats 
that after death the deceased journeyed, 
according to the ancient Egyptian be- 
lief with the Sun across the firmament 
from east to west. 

The boat pit of the favorite Queen of 
Cheops has just been uncovered and 
presents ery clear evidence that the 
bottom was dressed to fit the shape 
of a wooden boat and one of its slabs 
of covering is still in position. 

But by. far the most interesting and 
from an archaeological point of view 
the most important find has been that 
of “two small tombs of the Sixth Dy- 
nasty, B. C. 2625, of two priests named 
Qaar and Iduw, the latter the son of 
the former. Both are some ten feet 
below the level of the causeway and 
are entered by flights of steps still in 
good condition. 5 

Qaar’s tomb is the larger. In front of 
it is an open courtyard with a seated 
statue of the deceased in a niche. There 
is a double entrance with an overhead 
inscription setting forth the occupants’ 
official titles, “Mead gardener of the 
pyramid of King Pepi II., Mayor of 
Pyramid City of Cheops, Mayor of the 
Pyramid City of Mycerinus, chief puri- 
fying priest of the pyramid of Chephren 
and personal secretary of the King.” 

The entrance leads into a hall wherein 
stand five figures each depicting Qaar 
in one of his official capacities. By the 
of these statues stands a little figure 
is son Iduw. At the right is his of- 
fering chapel with a burial shaft be- 
hind it and to the left, that of his wife 
who also is buried there. 

Qaar’s tomb is an entirely new type, 
most impressive in its combination of 
statuary with pillars and reliefs. But it 
is surpassed by that of Iduw, which, .in 
spite of the infiltration of sand, is still 
wonderfully preserved. Two miniature 
obelisks stand in its courtyard on either 
side of the entranee door. Above the 
latter is a perfectly preserved inscrip- 
tion recording the wishes for deceased's 
ing the hereafter, 
“‘May he be Yollowed by his Ka,’”’ ‘‘May 
he be conducted upon beautiful roads, 
along which the revered ones wander,’’ 
“May he be received by the great God.” 

Above the inscription are the remainz 
of the personal appeal traditionally 
made to the passer-by to pause and re- 
cite the magical formula for supplying 
wants of the deceased and based on the 
recital of his virtues. 

The tomb itself is a narrow chamber 
about ten feet by three. On entering 
the attention is caught first by six life- 

size figures which.stand along the left 
hand wall, five of Iduw himself in his 
various official capacities, in which 
in his father’s foot- 
steps and one a miniature of his 
son Qaar, named after his grand- 
father.

DEMAND $20 RISE 


Union.to Ask New Scale of the 
New York and Philharmonic 
Orchestras. _ 


MAY FORCE THEM TO QUIT 


Managers Declare That at 
Least Some Will Have to 
Curtail Their Programs. 


The Associated Musicians of New 
York, \Local 802. of the American Fed- 
eration of Musicians, has decided to 
demand that the New York Symphony 
and the Philharmonic increase _ the 
wages of. its members employed by 
those orchestras $25 a week, it was 
learned last night. The Philharmonic 
will be notified formally tomorrow of 
the proposed increase in wages for next 
season’s contract and the management 
of the New York Symphony will be ap- 
proached following the orchestra's trip 
to Cuba in a few weeks. 

Word of the wage increase to be de- 
|manded. reached some. of the officers of 
‘the orchestras last night. The manage- 
ment of the orchestras would say noth- 
ing for publication until the exact.terms 
of the new demands were made known 
to them, but they admitted they faced 
a serious situation. 

Musicians playing for oceans or- 
chestras now receive a minimum of $60 
a week for four rehearsals and four 
concerts a week. The average pay is 
about $85 a week, and in some instances 
concert masters feceive as high as $200 
a week. 

Managers pointed out that the full 
cost of any increase in musicians’ pay 
at this time must be piled on top of 
present staggering deficits, with the re- 
sult that some orchestras would be un- 
able to carry on and would have to go 
out of business while others would 
have to curtail considerably their per- 
sonnel and program. 

While some of the stronger ones would 
be able to carry on for some time, it 
was said that inevitably the weaker 
ones would be compelled to contract 
their musical repertory to such works 
as required fewer players. This, at one 
blow, would wipe from their programs 
the most modern scores. 

State Symphony Not Affected. 

The State Symphony Orchestra. will 
not be. affected at presdnt because: it 
pays the players by the concert and not 
by the week. However, it was said that 
thirteen of the foremost orchestras of 
the United States, many. of which. are 
regular visitors to New York during: the 
musical season would-be affected if the 
union insisted on its demand for an in- 
crease of $25 a week. 

The present contract was negotiated 
last Spring and went thto effect in Octo- 
ber. It expires at the end of the cur- 
rent musical season, It is the ‘custom 
to negotiate new contracts for the sym- 
phony players in the Spring. 

Some 200 ccncerts are held here each 
season, while of three resident bands 
the two older give 100 concérts’ each, 
divided between their home series ara 
their tours. The out-of-town orchestras 
likely to be affected include those in 
Philadelphia, Cincinnati, Cleveland, De- 
troit, Chicago, Minneapolis, St. Louis, 
San Francisco and Los Angeles, as well 
as a number of newer organizations in 
Rochester, Syracuse and other towns. 

Orchestra managers in this city were 
appalled at the demand, which followed 
several years of a rising wage scale un- 
til, in the last few seasons, it was felt 
that the limit of the directors’ and guar- 
antors’ ability to pay had been reached. 
Deficits of from $100,000 to $250,000 were 
reported by the dozen orchestras repre- 
sented at-a meeting held in New York 
just a year ago, at the invitation of 
Clarence H. Mackay, Chairman of the 
Philharmonic directors’ board, who 
called them together to discuss ways 
and means of wiping out aggregate an- 
nual losses of $1,250,000.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 19.—Ger- 
ald Chapman, central figure in the 
$1,000,000 New York mail robbery of 
1921, who was arrested by the police at 
Muncie, Ind., Sunday, is expected within 
a few days to be back in the Federal 
penitentiary at Atlanta, Ga.,.from which 
he escaped March 27, 1923. 

Three Assistant Deputy Wardens are 
en route to Indianapolis from Atlanta, 
and will take Chapman with them with- 
out any formality other than the sign- 
ing of a receipt for his person. The 
prisoner had served only a few months 
of the twenty-five-year sentence im- 
posed on him for the New York robbery. 

It is understood that-Chapman will 
be spirited out of Indianapolis because 
of the fear expressed by Government 
agents that the train on which he is to 
be taken to the penitentiary might be 
held up by his accomplices with the ob- 
ject of srescuing the prisoner. 

Linus P. Meredith, United States 
Marshal, was ready to take the prisoner 
to the penitentiary today, but Alexander 
C.. Cavins, the Federal attorney, said 
that the proper procedure would be to 
wait for the officers from Atlanta, No 
hearing on removing him to Atlante Wit 
be necessary. 

Two police officers are en route here 
from Hartford, Conn., with instructions 
from the State’s Attorney there to bring 
Chapman: back to that city, where. hé 
is wanted for the murder of Patrolman 
x ies Skelly at New Britain, if the

The presence in Tfidianapolis of Fed- 
eral narcotic agents from. other States 
and the fact that two agents are known 
to have visited Police Headquarters and 
watched Chapman closely, unseen by 
him, led to some discussion. It -was 
gaid that the gang of which he was the 
head engaged in a wide range of activi- 
ties. 
be keeping a close watch on all visitors 
or persons who might be concerned in 
the case. 

Prisoner ‘Still Refuses to Talk. 


Calm, likable, and, acting not at all as 
a man sought for murder, classed on 
Government records as ‘“‘dangerous’’ and 
wanted ‘‘dead or alive,’”’ Chapman de- 
clined to discuss his case with any one. 
He is guarded closely at the Marion 
County Jail here, to which he was 
brought Sunday night by the Muncie 
police, who made the arrest, and A. 
Skelly, ‘a Post Office Inspector who has 
been working on the case since élues to 
Chapman’s whereabouts were picked up 
four months ago. : 

The man, who hasbeen the object of 
a world-wide search, was living up to 
his reputation of dressing well and of 
living in elegance. It is his reputation 
that he frequents only the best hotels 
and exclusive apartments, one of his 
underworld names being “‘The Duke of 
Gramercy Park.’’ Government records 
‘show. that he is fond of impersonating 
Englishmen. 

Chapman was escorted to the Bertillon 
headquarters at the police station by 
Simon Hickman and Walter Hook, dep- 
uty United States Marshals, and his 
photograph, méasurements and finger- 
prints were taken. His appearance at 
the police station was unheralded, but 
the fact that the notorfous criminal was 
in the building sepréad quickly, and 
many of the city detectives came to look 
at him. 

Chapman was double-handcuffed, that 
is, his wrists were handcuffed together 
and then he was fastened to Hook’s 
wrist by another pair. Hickman walked 
behind the prisoner, on the alert for 
any movement.

MacMillan to Seek Proof 
Of Norse Voyage to America

CHICAGO, Jan. 19.—Donald B. Mac- 
Millan, who recently returned to the 
United Stateg after an absence of 
nearly two years, most of which was 
spent in cruising about the Arctic 
seas in his little ship the Bowdoin; 
will sail Northward ‘this Summer in 
a new réle—that of historian of early 
American voyagers. 

“There is every reason to believe 
that the Norse sailed from Greenland 
and visited America,” said Dr. Mac- 
Millan. “The points at which they 
touched were Newfoundland and 
Labrador.”’ 

“Dr. MacMillan will make -& careful 
study of Labrador relics and then 
sail to the west shores of Greenland, 
penetrate the, coast line through the 
fjords, and visit the home of the 
‘Lost Colony of Greenland,” set 
there in 980 by Eric the Red, which 
disappeared without leaving a trace 
in the next three centuries. . 

“There are still standing remnants 
of 180 farms and twenty-four stone 
churches without a single inhab- 
itant,’’ said Dr. MacMillan. ‘‘In them 
probably lies the first chapter of 
American history. If there can be 
established a definite kinship be- 
tween the Labrador relics and the 
homes of the lost colony, that chap- 
ter will be written.’’

Order panideite “That Rites Be

Justice, James ¥F. ‘Minturn, Roman 
Catholic member of. the New Jersey 
Court of Errors.and Appeals, filed a 
dissenting opinion yesterday at Trenton, 
N, .J.,. digagreeing’ with decision of | 
his’ colleagues which upheld/the right. of 
‘| the Masonic Grand Lodge of New Jersey 
to revoke the charter of Schiller Lodge, 
66, of Newark. Justice Minturn praised: 
the ideals of Masonry, declaring that its 

principles made ‘men brethren irrespéc- 
tive of nationality. 

The action against the Newark lodge 


| developed*out of the mandate of the 
New Jersey Grand’ Lodge, issued in} 
1918, that during the war. the 


April, 
lodge meetings were to be conducted in 
English. Schiller Lodge, by virtue of a 
provision .in, its charter, had conducted 


its rites in German. - The lodge obeyed 


the mandate, however, until December, 
1919, when it resumed the tse of Ger- 
man, The charter was revoked in 1920 
and assets of more jthan $8,000 were 
taken over by the Grand Lodge. 

**Much’ Masonic learning is recited in 
the briefs of ‘learned eounsel,” wrote 
Justice ‘Minturn, in declaring that the 
issue was free spéech, ‘upon the essen- 
tial fundamentals of Masonry. It must 
suffice for one whose knowledge of the 
order is entirely the result of early 
study to remark that its great strength 
resided in a beautiful conception ofan 
universality of purpose and an entire 
absence of provincialism. It provided 
for a league of nations, bringing to- 
gether in one community. of thought 
men of all nationalities and all tongues, 
under the inspiring creed of a father- 
hood of God and a brotherhood of man. 

“Tf, as would. appear from ‘the pro- 
cedure under consideration, this great 
conception of life is to bé surrendered 
for an assumption of all the fills that 
selfish militant States are heirs to, then 


we have‘a situation in which Masonry, 


has been reduced to a status of pro- 
vincialism and ‘parochialism; and a lumi- 
nous. star that has lighted humanity over 
the deserts of destroyed empires’ and 
waning civilizations has indeed lost its 
lustre and its attractive and powerful 
appeal to humanity. 

‘‘What was done in this instance with 
the lodge and its property could properly 
be effectuated under the circumscribed 
doctrines of other beneficial orders of 
State and national limitations, but not 
under the inspiration of an order which 
in its age-long and world-wide concep- 
tion of brotherhood knows no language, 
color or creed and no‘national bounda- 
ries or limitations. 

“Under this proscription of Schiller 
Lodge the stars of German literary and 
scientific life—the adopted sons of the 
world, Goethe, Jean Paul, Schiller, 
Schlegel, Hegel, Kant, Mozart, Haydn, 
Handel, Wagner, Straus, with many 
other world stellar lights would be’ de- 


barred from memhership, not to mention 
ae. who spoke only in German and
